MAKE HOME UNPLEASANT 


EB eenaraesetie sent 


E. J. Milnes, president. of tii: National Indoor 
Game Association, is writing some very interest- 


ing articles tor general publication, and among 
them is the following, sent to this department, 
which deals on two important subjects—subjects 
which every man and family should consider— 
flié fool legislation that is muddling up our 
statute books because of freaks who get into 
the legislature, and remarks on the home as a 
social center: 

Error usually consists in exaggerated truth. 
»The overstated case is a lie.. Public menace is 
often a noble cause distorted. For this reason 
the ‘extremist is usually a dangerous man. Os- 
tensibly he seeks the salvation ‘of society, but 
his rabidness of method counteracts the sin- 
Hcerity of his intentions. This is illustrated in 
} much of our present day reforms and legislation. 
| There is an abnormal tendency just nuw to re- 
| duce the rights and privilages of the individual 
and to enlarge the function of the state. ‘The 
} effect is already becoming apparent in ihe re- 
duction of personality to Lillipution dimensions 
| and powers. This abnormal legislative paternal- 
}ism will soon have us mollycoddled. into im- 
| becility. 

| Of the making of laws, there is no end, but 
} there is a limit beyond which théy cease to be 
a virtue. Unreasonable legislation arouses only 
a spirit of disrespect and lawlessness. We are 
assured. by such authorities as Hume, Green, 
Froude, and Lacky that the early part of the 
18th century was the most corrupt period in all 
| Fnglish history, Strangely enough, this was the 
}same period when more laws were placed on the 
statute books than at any other equal time.

Several Richmond _men-are. among- 
the party of oil well drillers of the 
Standard Oil company which left 
Shanghai for Shensi province in 
northern China to make a practical 
investigation of oil possibilities, 
They. are to proceed via Hankow, on 
the Yangzte river, thence to Honau- 
fu on the railroad line between 
Haukow and Peking. From -that 
point 40 days will be occupied in 
reaching the ofl fields. On the ini- 
tial trip the party conveys 250 to 
300 tone of Americar oil drilling 
machinery, including cable tools for 
drilling. Theer are four outfits of 
this kind, besides two additional out- 
fits of rotary machinery for soft 
formation work. This caravan is 
utilizing 300 Chinese carts. 

It is anticipated that only a short 
time will be required by the Am- 
erican experts to demonstrate the 
oi] prospects im northern ‘China, The 
machinery sent in is capable of] 
drilling a well 3,000 to 4,000 feet 
deep.
